Congo Hit 


KINSHASA, Congo (AP) — A 
screaming mob of 200 Congolese 
sack ed and burned the Portu­ 
guese Embassy here today . 
Most of the rioters fled as 
police converged on the burning 
three-story 
building. 
Papers, 
passports and photos smoldered 
on the floor of the consular sec­ 
tion, Two cars park ed outside 
the embassy were burned. 
Rioters did 
not touch 
the 
American Embassy next door. 
The Portuguese charge d’af­ 
faires, a male embassy secre­ 
tary and a female stenographer 
were tak en from the embassy 
and severely beaten, ey ewit­ 
nesses said. They have since 
disappeared and are feared k id­ 
naped. 
Police carry ing sub machine 
girns held back a crowd of about 
1,000 persons who jammed the 
tree-shaded street which passes 
the 
embassies 
in 
Kinshasa, 
formerly Leopoldville. 
The mob started by rushing 
the building and tossing gaso­ 
line over a small Portuguese 
auto. Then they brok e through 
the 
heavy 
iron 
doors 
and 
stormed the upper floors. 
A Portuguese official rescued 
the flag but had to use it as a 
sack for valuable documents. 
The 
Congolese 
government 
has claimed Portugal permits 
mercenary bases to operate in 
the neighboring Portuguese ter 
ritory of Angola in support of a 
new bid for power by ex-Pre­ 
mier Moise Tshombe. 
Radio Ki shins a broadcast an 
editorial today accusing Portu­ 
gal of crimes against the Congo 
—among others that the Portu­ 
guese charge d’affaires in Lub- 
umbashi 
(Elisabethville) 
was 
behind the recent attempt on 
the life of Holden Robert, head 
of the Angolan revolutionary 
government in exile. The attack 
took place in Zambia.

grains u nd er su p p ort loans — 
where they are sealed against 
u se or d isp osal—these p rod u cers 
get some im m ed iate cash 
for 
their op eraUons and still hold 
title to the commod ities. 
Shou ld they gu ess right and 
p rices ad v ance fu rther, these 
farm ers wou ld be to a p osition 
to p ay off the gov ernment loan 
and sell the grain at an ad v an­ 
tage. 
Bu t on the other hand , shou ld 
p rices tu mble, the grower u sing 
the p rice - su p p ort 
mechanism 
for a 
grain-hold ing op eration 
wou ld lose the ad v antage of the 
cu rrent margin of m ark et p rices 
ov er the gov ernment loan. 
This m ark et p rice ad v antage 
reflects the fact that su rp asses 
of most grains hav e d isap p eared 
and d omestic and foreign d e­ 
mand s are rising. 
This u se of the gov ernment 
loan is the one intend ed for it 
when Congress first inau gu rat­ 
ed the p rogram in the late 19 30s. 
The 
Juan was d esigned to p ro­ 
v id e farm ers wd th a mechanism 
for what is called “ord erly m ar­ 
k eting.” 
It had been norm al for p rices 
to tu mble at harv est time and 
to go u p later in the mark eting 
y ear as su p p lies d eclined . Nat­ 
u rally farm ers su ffered finan­ 
cially . Bu t they them selv es con­ 


tribu ted to the barv est-tim e d e­ 
cline by selling their crop s then. 
Of cou rse, most farm ers were 
torrid to sell then by the p res­ 
su re of need s for money to p ay 
ex p enses and d ebts. 
The gov ernment loan p rogram 
was set u p to p rov id e an op p or­ 
tu nity to obtain harv est - tim e 
cash withou t su rrend ering grain. 
Bu t as p rod u ction ex p and ed , 
the loan p rogram became to 
fact a d u mp ing grou nd for su r- 
p lu sses. Farm ers p laced grain 
u nd er the su p p ort loan with lit 
tie thou ght of ev er getting more 
than the su p p ort rate. Seld om 
d id they get more and most of 
the grain wou nd u p ac gov ern 
rn ent p rop erty . 
This towing of su rp lu ses toto 
gov ernment stock s d id contrib­ 
u te a d egree of stability to grow 
cr p rices. If tend ed to k eep m ar­ 
k et p rices from falling below the 
su p p ort rate. 
Bu t th ex tentto which 
the 
su p p ort loan will be u sed for 
19 6 6 and p ossibly 19 6 7 and fob* 
lowing y ears lik ely will be mu ch 
less than in recent y ears. T hat’s 
becau se there 
may be no new 
su rp asses for sev eral y ears and 
m ark et p rices are ex p ected to 
hold consid erably abov e su p p ort 
rates. 
This will resu lt in less financ­ 
ing by the Agricu ltu re D ep art­ 
m ent’s Commod ity Cred it Cor­ 
p oration, the agency which p ro­ 
v id es the p rice-su p p ort fu nd s. In 
some p ast y ears, the CCC mad e 
su p p ort loans totaling more than 
$3.5 billion. Loans on 19 6 5 crop s 
totaled $2.4 billion. The loans on 
19 6 6 crop s may well d rop be­ 
low $2 billion. 
N atu rally , the sm aller the v ol­ 


u me of loans mad e by the CCC, 
the sm aller will be its p otential 
losses. In fact, a su stained p e­ 
riod of p rices av eraging abov e 
su p p ort rates cou ld elim inate 
losses becau se little grain wou ld 
wind u p in gov ernment hand s. 
And that it d id get most p rob­ 
ably cou ld be sold for more than 
the su p p ort loan.

WASHINGTON (A P )-S o m e 
farm ers are passing up the pres­ 
ent big bulge in wheat prices 
for a lower government price 
support loan. Markets are offer­ 
ing from 40 to 65 cents a bushel 
more than the loan program. 
These farm ers obviously are 
gambling the m arket prices will 
go 
even 
higher. 
By 
placing 
grains under support loans — 
where they are sealed against 
use or disposal—these producers 
get some im m ediate cash 
for 
their operations and still hold 
title to the commodities. 
Should they guess right and 
prices advance further, there 
farm ers would be in a position 
to pay off the government loan 
and sell the grain at an advan­ 
tage. 
But on the other hand, should 
prices tumble, the grower using 
the price • support 
mechanism 
for a 
grain-holding operation 
would lose the advantage of the 
current margin of m arket prices 
over the government loan. 
Tliis m arket price advantage 
reflects the fact that surpasses 
of most grains have disappeared 
and domestic and foreign de­ 
mands are rising. 
This use of the government 
loan is the one intended for it 
when Congress first inaugurat­ 
ed the program in the late 1930s. 
The loan was designed to pro­ 
vide farm ers with a mechanism 
for what is called “orderly m ar­ 
keting.” 
It had been normal for prices 
to tumble at harvest tim e and 
to go up later in the marketing 
year as supplies declined. Nat­ 
urally farm ers suffered finan­ 
cially. But they themselves con­ 


tributed to the harvest-tim e de­ 
cline by selling their crops then. 
Of course, most farm ers were 
to rrid to sell then by the pres­ 
sure of needs for money to pay 
expenses and debts. 
The government loan program 
was set up to provide an oppor­ 
tunity to obtain harvest • time 
cash without surrendering grain. 
But as production expanded, 
the loan program became in 
fact a dumping ground for sur­ 
passes. Farm ers placed grain 
under the support loan with lit­ 
tle thought of ever getting more 
than the support rate. Seldom 
did they get more and most of 
the grain wound up as govern­ 
ment property. 
Thia tossing of su rp lu ses into 
government stocks did contrib­ 
ute a degree of stability to grow­ 
er prices. If tended to keep m ar­ 
ket prices from falling below the 
support rate. 
But th extentto which 
the j 
support loan will be used for; 
1966 and possibly 1967 and fol­ 
lowing years likely will be much I 
less than in recent years. That’s j 
because there 
may be no new 
surpasses for several years and , 
m arket prices are expected to j 
hold considerably above support' 
rates.

mvnt’s Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration, the agency which pro- i 
vide.* the price-support funds. In I 
some past years, the CCC made I 
support loans totaling more than 
13.5 billion. Loans on 1965 crop* ( 
totaled $2.4 billion. The loans on j 
1966 crops may well drop be­ 
low $2 billion. 
Naturally, the sm aller the vol- i 


ume of loans made by the CCC, 
the sm aller will be its potential 
losses. In fact, a sustained pe­ 
riod of prices averaging above 
support rates could elim inate 
losses because little grain would 
wind up In government hands. 
And that it did get most prob 
ably could be sold for more than 
the support loan.

The further threat of a Brit­ 
ish withdrawal of all 
of 
its 
East-of-Suez forces has aroused 
considerable alarm in the Aus­ 
tralian capital. 
The development of the North- 
West Cape base was to go hand- 
in hand with the building of pens 
and other subm arine service fa­ 
cilities at Diego 
G arcia, 
the 
most recent of the Anglo-Amer­ 
ican chain of island devense 
bases across the Indian Ocean. 
The American aim has been 
to form a Navy operational com­ 
mand in the Indian Ocean along 
lines sim ilar to its Pacific and 
Atlantic Ocean commands. 
Polaris subm arines w ere to 
be the pioneers and it was plan­ 
ned that several would be based 
in the Indian Ocean by 1969, us­ 
ing 
the 
Diego 
Garcia 
and 
North-West Cape facilities. 
More than $5 million is still 
outstanding to Australian 
con 
tractors and subcontractors for 
work on the first stage of the 
radio base. 
A call has been m ade in P ar­
